TUBERCULOSIS AND BCG 
The search for an effective, safe 
vaccine against tuberculosis — an 
immunizing agent that would pre­ 
vent the disease in a human being 
—goes back nearly 70 years. 
In 1882 Robert Koch, a German 
bacteriologist, d i s c o v e r e d and 
identified the specific germ which 
causes tuberculosis. With the germ 
causing the disease finally identi­ 
fied, Koch himself launched into a 
I search for an immunizing agent to 
! counteract the germ. Other scien­ 
tis ts likewise sought an immuniz- 
I ing agent. 
The first hint ot success came in 
1923 when two French scientists, 
Albert C'almette and Camille G uer­ 
in, developed a vaccine now known 
as BCG (Bacillus Calmette-Guer- 
in) This has been the most wide­ 
ly used inrun uni zing agent against 
tuberculosis. BCG is prepared from 
a species of bovine (cattle) tuber­ 
culosis germ, grown and regrown 
until its power to produce disease 
is lost. It is believed that when a 
person who has never been in­ 
fected with tuberculosis germs is 
given an 
injection of BCG his 
body reacts by producing antibod­ 
ies which will protect him against 
exposure to TB at a future time. 
There are still a num ber of ques­ 
tions concerning BCG, however, to 
which we need an answer. It is not 
yet known, for instance, the best 
way of administering BCG, the 
“life span” of the prepared vaccine, 
or the length of time BCG is ef­ 
fective after injection, and more 
important, how effective it really 
is. In an effort to find the an­ 
swers to these and other questions, 
however. 
several 
well-planned 
studies arc 
under 
way 
in 
this 
country. 


Until more is known about BCG, 
the American 
Trudeau 
Society, 
medical section of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, does not 
advocate vaccination of the general 
population in this country. But the 
ATS does recommend the vaccina­ 
tion of those unduly exposed to 
tuberculosis, such as doctors, nurs­ 
es, medical students, and others 
who may be in direct contact with 
TB patients. 
BCQ has been used rather ex ­

in

mainly because tuberculosis be­

Although BCG has been proved 
harmless, neither it nor any other 
vaccine can be considered a sub­ 
stitute for tried and proved m eth­ 
ods of controlling tuberculosis.

TUBERCULOSIS AND BCG 
The search for an effective, safe 
vaccine against tuberculosis — an 
immunizing agent that would pre- 
vent the disease in a human being 
—goes back nearly 70 years. 
In 1882 Robert Koch, a German 
bacteriologist, d i s c o v e r e d and 
identified the specific germ which 
causes tuberculosis. With the germ 
causing the disease finally identi­ 
fied, Koch himself launched into a 
search for an immunizing agent to 
counteract the germ. Other scien­ 
tists likewise sought an immuniz­ 
ing agent. 
The first hint ot success came in 
1923 when two French scientists, 
Albert Calmette and Camille G uer­ 
in, developed a vaccine now known 
as BCG (Bacillus Calmette-Guer- 
in) This has been the most wide­ 
ly used immunizing agent against 
tuberculosis.

computation after it was announc­ 
ed in Washington that a huge leg­ 
islative program was being intro­ 
duced in Congress to full ill the 
remaining Hoover Report recom­ 
mendations 
for streamlining the 
federal government. * 


Included in the program are nu­ 
merous bills designed to cut costs 
and improve efficiency. In addi­ 
tion, President Truman is expected 
to submit several reorganization 
plans to Congress affecting various 
divisions of government. 
To date about 50 per cent of the j 
Hoovere Commission’s recommen­ 
dations have been enacted making 
possible annual savings of $2 bil­ 
lion, Blake said. He added that 
adoption of the remaining half of 
the 
Commission’s 
recommenda­ 
tions w ill make possible additional 
savings of $3,554,000,000 annually 
according to estimates by aides of 
former 
President 
Hoover. 
This 
would bring total savings made 
possible by the Hoover Commis­ 
sion’s recommendations to $5,554,- 
000,000. 
This total exceeds by more than 
half billion dollars the total as­ 
sessed 
value of all property in 
Missouri. 
Missouri citizens’ share of the 
total possible savings, figured on a 
per capita basis is $145,111,911, the 
Missouri Committee estimated. 
Savings for citizens of this coun­ 
ty, computed on the same basis, 
would be $1,208,849.

Hoover Commission's lecommen- 
dations and the executive branch 
must then vigorously apply them 
before we can have 
these sav­ 
ings,” Blake asserted.

coarse, small comb; long beak; and 
a dull sunken eye. She will have a 
dull shrunken comb covered with 
scurf and her beak will be yellow 
at the base.

bones and heavy in weight.
